But the 
revival of the wild turkey 
season in Missouri next April 
in a block of southern counties 
has caused a great deal of 
comment, favorable and un- 
favorable. On the favorable 
side of the ruling is that the 
season will last just three 
half-days, April 27-29, and that

The allotted hours for hunt- 
ing the tom turkeys will give 
the hens the maximum pro- 
tection.

At 
that time they spend most of 
the morning hours on the nest 
and are practically invisible to 
even the sharpest eyes of the 
predators. Only the most ex- 
perienced and skillful turkey 
hunter can distinguish the 
birds from their leafy sur- 
roundings when they are oc- 
cupying their nests. The last 
open turkey season in Missouri 
was in 1937, and those who 
hunted nearly & quarter-cen- 
tury ago will be few in num- 
ber for the 1960 season.

is not a lost art, the hunter 
who can imitate the plaintive 
“cowk-cowk-cowk” of the hen 
turkey is the one most likely to 
succeed, It is ari inspirifig sight 
to see a strutting tom turkey 
trying to impress or acquire a 
group of hens. His wing feath- 
ers drag the ground; his bright- 
ly colored head and wattles 
are thrown high in the air; his 
eyes are large and bright, and 
the head and wattles turn a 
vivid blue and red. The throat 
swells, the head is violently 
thrown forward, and ‘“‘gobble- 
gobble-gobble’’ issues from his 
throat to appeal to the hens 
and to challenge any interloper 
who might court them. 
Old-time hunters used a cedar 
box, a whetstone, and some 
“prepared” chalk or rosin to 
imitate the call of the hen tur- 
key and to entice the strutting 
gobbler to come within shoot- 
ing range. In those days the 
expert caller included in his 
calling repertoire the essential 
‘“‘velp” or “cowk,”’ “‘tree call” 
for roosting birds, and ‘‘assem- 
bly call,’’ and the short and 


-deep-toned “‘cluck.’’ Most tur- 


key calls are still hand-made 
and operated, and red cedar 
continues the fayored wood for 
making the sound box. 

One of the major objections 
voiced by opponents of a tur- 
key season is that only Ste. 
Genevieve, of the 14 counties 
that are being opened, have 
ever received a stocking of 
trapped wild birds. Seven other 
areas have been stocked with 
trapped wild birds since the 
commission's turkey program 
was put on a sound basis in 
1955. From 1925 to 1942 Missou- 
ri spent $200,000 trying to re- 
store wild turkey populations

Flocks Are Small. 


Another criticism is that 
some of the flocks in the 14- 
county block are on private 
land and are jealously guarded 
by the ‘landowners. The pur- 
chase of the turkey tag, of 
course, does not include the 
right to trespass, and in some 
areas farmers have banded to- 
gether to post their lands. 

Perhaps the most vocal .ex- 


ception heard is that the flocks © 


are entirely too small and 
scarce to take any chances on 
their decimation regardless of 
the biologists’ views. 

Another is that the beards of 
the young toms are too imma- 
ture to be seen except with 
field glasses and that many 
hens will be the victims of mis- 
taken identity. One cynical 
hunter in the Ozarks even sug- 
gested the selling of a bear 
tag with the turkey tag. He ex- 
plained, “‘A couple of bears 
have been killed in the state 
in the past two years and that 
should be a sufficient number 
to set an open season” 

The arguments pro and con 
will furnish plenty of conversa- 
tion at the smaller hamlets and 
crossroad stores throughout the 
winter months. The odds of 
turkey hunting success, be- 
cause of the birds’ scarcity and 
the season’s restrictions, are 
about 50-l—and about 1850 the

U.S, AND FRANCE 
SIGN AGREEMENT

signed a treaty of commerce 
and friendship designed to make 
it easier for the two countries 
to do business with each other.

000,000 words. 


“I’ve tursed out everything from first-person ad- 
venture stuff to romantic novels, political speeches 
and scientific treatises,” he said. ““There’s no subject 
or assignment ever stumped us, although when it 
comes to the field of electronics, I’m dead there 
myself.” 


For such specialized topics he draws upon a fulltime 
staff of three ghostly aids and a spook stable of 200 part- 
time workers. 

“Among them are engineers, scientists and educators who 
want an outside source of income,” he remarked, “There’s 
no shortage of writing talent.” 

Who seeks the services of a ghost writer today? Prac- 
tically everybody. His clients have included explorers, major 
corporations, publishing houses, suburban housewives (for 
help on a club talk), sports figures, surgeons, prime ministers 
of foreign countries, statesmen and judges, aging actresses 
who hope a well-written autobiography will lead to a come- 
back. 

Michelson defends ghost writing as a legitimate profes- 
sion, and one of the oldest in civilized history. 

‘Demosthenes wrote for some of the ancient Greek 
political deaders,” he said. “A fellow named Hirtius helped 
Julius Caesar. 

“There are thousands of ghost writers of one kind or 
another in thé United States today, although they may not 
have that.title. Practically every big business or political 
figure has to rely on them, because of the increasing pressure 
on their time. 

‘Alexander Hamilton helped write George Washington's 
speeches. Judge Samuel Rosenman and Robert Sherwood did 
the same thing for Franklin D. Roosevelt. President Eisen- 
hower has had a number of ghosts. 

‘“‘When I met Carl Sandburg, he told me he had ghosted 
for a time in his youth.” 

Ghost writing has become an intensely competitive business 
and centers in New York, Hollywood and Washington, D.C. 
Michelson estimates there are 20 such services in this city 
alone. He believes he is the largest—although no industry- 
wide figures are available. 


Because of the competition, he declines to give 
his own income, but said: 

“It’s a profitable profession. I don’t aspire to 
great wealth, but I don’t have too much to worry about 
from a financial. viewpoint.” . 

His fees, depending upon the research required, 
range from $100 to $250 for a half-hour speech, from 
$1800 to $3500 for a full-length book or novel. 


Although the job generally has a swivel chair security, 
it can have its spooky moments.

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in this kind of predicament. 

One way to get rid of your 
anger is to work it out—not on 
some innocent victim, but on 
something you cannot hurt. 

When you feel an angry mood 
coming on, run — don’t walk — 
to the nearest exit and find some 
inanimate object to punish. If 
you own a workship, get to work 
on something that requires vig- 
orous pounding. 

If your anger contains no de- 
sire to punish, then any kind of 
physical labor will do: polishing 
the car, cleaning the attic, mov- 
ing the furniture around. This 
method has a triple value. First, 
it gets rid of your tension. Sec- 
ond, it gets you out of your de- 
structive mood. Third, it elimi- 
nates one of the irksome chores 
you've been worrying about. 

If there’s no way of working 
out your anger, walk it out. Don’t 
just amble along. Walk briskly, 
working your limbs strenuously, 
until the anger is out of your 
system. 

If you are more inclined to 
talk than to labor, relieve your 
tension through discussion. 

Two business men worked out 
a system you could easily adopt. 
They had first met at a golf 
ge and observed that they

They also noted that just talking 
about it relieved their aggrava- 
tion. If this worked with golf, 
why not with business?

A major cause of tension of 
all kinds is misunderstanding. 
Someone makes a perfectly harm- 
less remark that you take as an 
insult. So you retaliate. The oth- 
er fellow hasn’t the slightest idea 
what's bothering you and thinks 
it’s you who are being difficult. 
So he gets angry. 

If instead of jumping to con- 
clusions, you were to talk it 
over, the conflict would die at 
the outset. 


Perhaps you can’t get yourself | 


to raise an issue because you 
think it will bring an angry re- 
sponse. Many people go through 
life this way, afraid to make a 
complaint. If this has been your 
trouble, try doing it the other 
way— just once. Not with anger, 
but with a simple, civil request. 
You'll find that the other person 
won't bite your head off. Even 
if he does get angry, this will be 
much less harmful than the ef- 
fects of keeping quiet.
